Final quotations found the July op- 
tion up four cents at 95 5-8 to 3-4, The 
mber showed four cents advance 
at 97 88 and December 99 1-8. Corn— 
July is up 1 to 11-8. Oats gained 1-4 
to 38 cents, Provisions are 7-8 
higher. 


Most Sensational Known. 

The opening of the board was the 
most sensational known for some time. 
The opening movement started by 
outsiders last week was more vigor- 
ous today than ever. Brokers were 
piled high with buying orders. Every 
option on the board, with the excep- 
tion of provisions, opened higher. The 
latter was made by the December op- 
tion. The reasons for the advance 
were those which have been chroni- 
eled over and over again during the 
last ten days. Reports of damage by 
the green bug and continued cold wea- 
ther in the west and northwest. High- 
prices were also reported from all of 
the continental markets. Liverpool 
was especially strong, because of the 
gloomy outlook in Russia. 

Professionals Sold. 

Many of the professional traders, 
believing that the opening was much 
too high, sold wheat vigorously all 
day, causing some recessions. Coun- 
try customers, however, still flooded 
the market with their orders, and all 
setbacks during the day were but tem- 
porary, the market closing strong. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago re- 
ported receipts of 601 cars, against 690 
cars last week and 154 cars a year 
ago. 

From the low point on Monday of 
last week, July wheat was advanced 
13 3-4; Sept. has gone up 15 3-4. In 
the December option the high point 
to-day was 16 3-4 above the low pricé 
of last Monday. Jt was a- certainty 
that a strong bulge would occur in the 
wheat market at the opening, as the 
country had poured in seemingly in 
an endless stream, and into their 
brokers

Shorts Nervous. 

In obedience to them, brokers stood 
teady to buy millions of bushels at 
the market price. Shorts were in a 
highly nervous condition and were 
ready to cover. The result was that 
as soon as the opening sounded there 
was a terrific roar of voices, every- 
body being anxious to buy, and no- 
body willing to sell. The trade was 
too big and ‘breed to be followed with 
any certainty and brokers filled ord- 
ers frequently several cents away 
from the point at which they had 
hoped to buy. The confusion wag so 

reat that for a few minutes but little 

usiness was transacted, The brokers 
were struggling to get from any party 
at any price, as soon as figures could 
be registered owing to the party, op- 
tions sold anywhere between 93 and 
and 94, which was 1 3-4 to 1 7-8 cents 
higher than the close of Saturday. 
September opened at 95 to 99, which 
was 1 3-8 to 5 3-8 above the closing 
price of last week. December showed 
a wider range than either of any oth- 
er options for the opening quotations, 
for December ran at all figures be- 
tween. 96 1-2 and 108, prices which 
were 1 1-2 to 8 cents above the fing 
quotations of Saturday.

Leng’s Freed Reaction. 
Again, long wheat brought about a 
reaction, and again the country buy- 
ers forced prices up. The situation 
was too strong for any man cr clique 
of men to stem. The country at large 
seemed determined to buy at whatever 
prico it could be had. There were no 
reports in any direction that the mar- 
ket was being manipulated. The gen- 
eral opinion seemed to be that the 
advance was baged upon natural con- 
ditions, which are certain to curtail 
to a large degree the world’s coming 
crop of wheat, Advices from all parts 
of the west and northwest confirmed 
reports of by weather and in- 
sect. In addition, telegraphs from the 
Canadian Northwest said that there 
was still no likelihood in that region 
and that every day’s delay meant the 
loss of thousands of acres that might 
otherwise have been sown to wheat. 


European Excitement. 

Cablegrams reached the market from

Weather, Scarcity of Labor and 
Failure of Other Roads to 
Meet Demands.

Ottawa, May 13,—The Grand Trunk 
Pacific and its contractors are going 
to have a hard time to complete their 
line from Winnipeg to the coast for 
1911, the date contracted for with 
parliament. The weather has been | 
going against the work, and this, 
combined with the searcity of labor 
and the lack of motive power on the 
other railroads has thrown the work 
back the better part of a year be- 
hind expectations. The temperature 
and lack of transportation are the 
chief troubles. 

The contractors have graded many 
miles of line between Portage la 
Prairie and Edmonton, and have the 
rails ready to lay, but cannot get the 
ties to lay them on, Contracts were 
entered into more than a year ago for 
all the ties that would be required, 
but the tie men have had trouble last 
sumer with low water. They could 
not float them to accessible points. 
This winter the snow was too deep to 
get them out, and this summer there 
are none availabe, though the. price 
has gone up from twenty-five to 
éighty cents. The tie-up on the rail- 
roads bas prevented the contractors 
getting their plants in, Foley Bros. 
started an immense plant three 
months ago for construction work .in 
the vicinity of Edmonton, It is uh- 
derstood that none of it has arrived 
yet, but is scattered over sidings all 
the way between Minneapolis and 
the point of destination, The con- 
tractors arranged for a sufficient sup- 
ply of labor, Among other things 
they paid the passage of 1,600 men 
from Scotland to do railroad work 
this summer. [t does not appear now 
so late that the season cannot 
made use of. Snow and frost has 
prevented operations being commenc- 
ed on any adequate scale so far. Last 
year men were at work on construc- 
tion six ‘weeks earlier than the pres- 
ent date. 

Mr, Hayes expected that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific would be able to as- 
sist in hauling out the crop grown 
this sumer. It does not appear now 
htat these expectations will be rea- 
lized. The whole of the route from 
Winni to the Pacific has been ap- 
proved, with the exception of twenty 
miles on the eastern end and also 
about seven hundied miles onthe 
western end from the Yellow Head 
pass to the coast, It is known that 
this will all be within the grade limit

or any other meats, such as would in- 
fringe on the criminal code of Canada. 
The commission have power to sum- 
mons witnesses before them and to 
give evidence on oath and to produce 
such documents or things as the com- 
mission think requisite for a full in- 
vestigation. 

Mr. McKenzie, of Macleod, has been 
appointed counsel for the Commission 
Beginning at Medicine Hat on June 
10th, meetings will be held in Leth- 
bridge, Macleod, Cardston, High River 
Calgary, Gleichen, Innisfail, Red Deer 
Lacombe, Erskine, Edmonton, Vegre- 
ville and Vermilion.

BOARD OF TRADE |POST OFFICE TO 
MET LAST NIGHT; = BE IMPROVED 


Interesting Discussion on Mat-] A Much Better Service Will be 
ters of Importance, Dr. Provided for the People

The point around which interest 
centred at the regular monthly meet- 
ing of the Strathcona board of trade 
fast night was the post office situa- 
tion. Some time ago the board pro- 
tested that the facilities furnished | 
were not adequate for a city of the 
size of Strathcona. At that time, Mr. 
Blair, the postmaster, explained the 
situation, stating that grant made to 
carry on the work and pay the rent, 
which the new proprietors were — in- 
creasing from $360 per year to $780 
per year on the Ist of July. * 

Dr. McIntyre, the Fedeiml represen- | 
tative, was written asking that he pro- 
cure better accommodation, and en- 
deavor to secure a grant for a new) 
building. ‘He immediately wrote the 
department, and received in reply the 
following letter, which he forwarded 
to the board of trade. 

“T beg to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 18th inst., enclos- 
ing a resolution from the 
trade at Strathcona, asking that the 
allowance made the postmaster for 
rent may be increased, and that a 
government building be erected at this 
point at an early date, and to say in 
reply that the question of erecting a} 
public building at Strathcona is a 
matter for the consideration of the 
department of publie works. 

“Tu regard to increasing the post-| 
masters’ allowance for rent, I regret | 
to say that it would not be possible | 
to grant any increase at present un- 
der that head. The rent allowance | 
was revised a short time ago, and in- 
creased from $300 to $350, the increase 
dating from the Ist of January last, 
and at the same time the pdéstmaster’s | 
salary was raised from $1,508 to $1,860. 
These increases were based on the 
tevenue for the six months ending | 
3lst December last. 

“On looking into the matter again | 
,| however, it is found that the revenue 
for the nine months ending 3st 
March last, would not entitle the post- 
master to any higher allowance for 
rent, but his salary can be increased 
from $1,860 to $1,880 from the Ist 
inst. 

In addition to the amount allowed 
for salary and rent the postmaster is 
paid the sum of $30 for forward duty, 
the ‘full amount. the work would en- 
title him to, and during the last fis- 
cal year he received the sum of $161.02 
as commissions on money order sav- 
ings bank and postal note byainesa. 

“Sincerely yours, 

“R.M. COULTER, 
“Deputy Postmaster-General.” 
Blain, the postmaster, followed 
last night, explaining that his salary 
had, since February, from time to 
time been changed, and the last let- 
ter showed further increase. With | 
this amount the post office may be 
much increased, and it will be pos- 
sible to hold the present building, and 
hold the entire office, including the 
part new occupied by J. A. Connelly. 
Still he thought the agitation for - 
ercased subsidy should be continued 
as the present salary is not sufficient 
for a city the size of Strathcona. 

Dr. McIntyre, M.P., said the post 
office troubles in the west were caus- 
iug much difficulty to the western 
members. The revenue is adjusted 
every three months, and the decrep- 
ancies remedied. While he deprecated 
general fault-finding, he thought the 
board should point out specific in- 
stences of hardship with a view to 


remedy, - 

President Marriott—‘Well, Mr. 
Blain, we can, I presume, now get a 
good service in the post offiee?”’ 

Postmaster Blain—‘‘I. think so, I 
have ordered more wickets and other 
improvements.” 

Mr. Pierson thought with the allow- 
ance to the postmaster, the city is get- 
ting a totally inadequate service. Un- 
der the circumstances he did not 
think it was right for Mr. Blain to 
ask the board to go to the P. O. au- 
thorities. 

A McLean facetiously suggested that 
the owners of the building provide a 
window glass, and that the postmaster 
secure some water from the city to 
wash the windows and make’ the 
building look more like a public in- 
stitution. 

The discussion continued further, 
and it was decided to leave the letter 
on the table for the present and al- 
low the question to stand over,

érford, of Alberta, passed through city 
Inst night on way to Eriglatid, where 
he is going on an extended trip, 
where he will attend the educational 
conference at London. § 
Speaking of educational matters in 
the west the premier dwelt briefly 
upon the establishment of the univer- 
sity in Alberta. Through inquiries, 
he said, instituted by himself, he had 
found that in 1908 there would be 
sixty Or seventy pupils ready to ma: 
triculate from the schools, Thete 
would also be eight or ten pupils 
ready for an engineering course, and 
& number nmiore who would be desir 
ous of obtaining a good agricultural 
conrse. 
ment had deemed it advisable to in; 
stitute a university. The citizens, of 
course, could not expect a modern 
university in a day or a year, It was 
expected thut things would be in 
working order by 1908. For the pur- 
Pose of bringing matters into shape 
the ‘university graduates of the pro- 
vince had been asked to register with 
the provincial secretary, an upon his 
return from England he expected that 
the senate of the university, to con. 
sist of five members, would be brought 
into. existence. «It would be the duty 
of the senate to@manage the affairs 
of the university from then on. 
Outlook in Alberta, ’ 
Speaking of conditions in Alberta 
the premier stated tnat the outlool 
was very promising. The province 
felt the ‘effects of the severe winter 
but nevertheless the year had been 
one of great development. Particular 
ly Was it a banner year for northerr 
Alberta, The C. P."R. was now tak 
ing active steps toward makin; 
Strathcona a divisional point. Witt 
the development of the Wetaskiwin 
Saskatoon branch there would be + 
short line to Winnipeg, as by way o 
the C. N. R. With the completion ci 
the Lacombe branch, to connect wit! 
the Soo line, another important de. 
velopment with respect to that por 
tion of the country would be com 
plete. As a consequence of the rail. 
way development in the west the pro 
vince of Alberta would experience 
wonderful progress.
